~ Veterans Stage Realistic Spectacle 


Somebody said that it couldn't be 
done—that the programme was alto- 
gether too ambitious for Red Deer 
‘anyway, the town 
wasn’t big enough to support a fair 
with a full three days’ program. But 
it has been done. The 1919 Fair, 
with its big,- full three-day program, 
and the ‘rest, goes down into history 
as ‘a big success. Has it ever occur- 
‘red to you, dear reader, just what 
it means to put the Red Deer Fair 
across as was-done this year? Do 
you realize that Red Deer with a civic 
population of less than one-twentieth 
that of Calgary, for instance, has 
spent approximately one-third the 
amount for prizes and attractions that 
Calgary spent? .It is only due to our 
location as an agricultural centre and 
, the hard work that has been given to 
the enterprise, that such a record is 
possible. 

In the conduct of the Fair the offi- 
cers of the Red Deer Agricultural 
Society were untiring in their efforts. 
President D. W. McKinnon was on the 
job all the time, looking after the; 
many duties that only the president , 
:knows,about Secretary J. E. Welton 
was certainly an expert in handling 
the records, sending the exhibitors 
away in the best of good humor, de- 
lighted with the treatment they had 
received. Vice-president Kenny was, 
busy looking after the concessions, 
attractions, and program features ‘of 
the Fair, while Vice-president 
Bjorkeland was busy among the live 
stock as usual. The directors were 
models of faithfulness, but one can- 
not help mentioning some of the old | 
war-horses, for instance, R. B. Wel- 
liver and W. T. Coote in the races, 
J. F. Day, Sheriff McPherson, G. W. 
Smith, W. .T. Coote, in the live stock 
department, F. H. Tallman, in the 
ladies, work and art, F. W. Galbraith

(Calgary, July 19) .

Cattle 

Beef prices have stiffened consider- 
ably on both steers and cows during the 
week, and the average advance on good 
animals is from around half a dollar, 
with some steers selling up to $12.50, 
and the general run going at $11.50, 
with good butcher steers around $10.75. 
Cows have also gained half a dollar, 
and the god ones are now worth $8.50 
and the range down to $5.50 on the com- 
mon ones. Bulls are half a _ dollar 
higher, and the good ones will go up to 
$7.00. Calves are from 7.50 to $8.50 on 
the good ones, and the scrubby ones 
down to 6.00. The market on stocker 
and feeder steers is considerably lower 
than last week, from 50c. to 75c. off, 
with not many feeders bringing more 
than $8.25 and the stocker steers from 
$6.00 to 7.50. Stoc’x.r heifers are from 
$6.00 to $6.25. Receipts during the week 
have been showing a preponderance of 
the unfinished cattle. 

Edmonton yards is doing splendidly 
in handling the rush of feeder and 
stocker cattle which is still flowing 
northward. Prices ure going a little 
lower, but considering the volume of 
business the market is holding up well. 
The feeders are being moved to all 
points of northern Alberta, some into 
northern British Columbia, and some 
to the United States. Beef at Edmon- 
ton which had been holding up strong 
up to this week, fell off a little during 
the past few days.

Receipts this week have been very 
light, and the market in line with out 
side quotations very strong, and sales 
Wednesday ard Thursday from $26.26 
to: $23.60.

FULL TERMS DELIVERED 
TO AUSTRIA 


Paris, July 21-+—-Full ‘peace condi- 
tions of the Allied and _ associated 
powers are now in the hands of the 
The first sections of the 
terms were presented to the Austrian 
delegates at St. Germain on June 2, 
the final sections were delivered to 
them at the same place on Saturday 
without ceremony by M. Dutasta, 
secretary general of the peace con- 
ference. 

The terms comprise the whole 

treaty which Austria is asked to sign, 
including the reparation, financial, 
military and certain other minor 
clauses, which were not ready for 
presentation when the official cere- 
mony took place, 
‘.In an accompanying memorandum 
the Austrians are granted 15 days in 
which to make their final observance, 
although they have already submitted 
n large number of notes on the terms 
previously submitted to them. 

PROVIDE FOR REPARATIONS, 
“In addition to the published sum- 
mary of the terms on June 2, the new 
clauses provide for reparations, ar- 
rangements are similar to those of the 
treaty with Germany, including the 
Austrian  sub- 


‘section to the repatriations clause, the 
‘payment of “a-reasonable’ sum’ in cash, 


the issuing of bonds and the delivery 
of live stock and certain historical 
and art documents. 

The financial terms provide that 
the Austrian pre-war debt shall be 
apportioned among the various for- 
mer parts of- Austria and that the 
Austrian coinage and war bonds cir- 
culating in the separate _ territory 
shall be taken up by the new govern- 
ments and redeemed as they see fit. 

Under the military terms the Aus- 
trian army is henceforth reduced to 
30,000 men on a purely voluntary 
basis: 

ONLY 30,000 MEN 

Paragraph five, relating to the mili- 
tary, says that the’ Austrian army 
shall not exceed 30,000 men, includ- 
ing officers and depot troops. Within 
three mopths the Austrian military 
forces shall be reduced to the num- 
ber, universal military service abol- 
ished and voluntary enlistments sub- 
stituted as part of the plan to “ren- 
der possible the initiation of a general 
limitation of armaments of nations.” 

The army shall be used exclusively 
for the maintenance of internal or- 
der. AH officers must be regulars, 
those of the present army retained 
being under obligation to serve until 
40 years old, those newly appointed 
agreeing to at least 20 consecutive 
years’ active service. 


| TIRPITZ FLAGES 
BLAME FOR WAR 
ON CHANCELLOR 


Berlin, July 15.—Admiral Von Tir. 
pitz, chief of the German admiralty 
at the outbreak of war, in his war 
book, professes complete innocence ot 
causing hostilities. While Germany 
could not expect to overthrow Britain, 
in his opinion the German navy was 
strong enough to enable Germany to 
recuperate after the war, but the 
revolution upset ev. erything. 

Von Tirpitz makes the noteworthy 
admission that Sir Edward Grey's 
proposal at the end of July, 1914, was 
calculated to prevent war. Von Tir- 
pitz places the whole blame for the 
war upon Von Bethmann-Hollweg, the 
German chancellor at that time, 
whom the Entente had given the 
means of peacefully unravelling the 
Serbian problem. 

WARNED PRINCE .HENRY 

From the Entente’s obvious unwil- 
lingness for war, Hollweg concluded 
that he could take any _ liberties. 
When he saw the “highly peppered” 
ultimatum to Serbia he was convine- 
ed that Britain would enter the war 
and spoke to Prince Henry, warning 
him of the danger of awakening the 
war will of Great Britain. ° 

Britain, by pressure at Belgrade,, 
showed that she did not want war. 
She helped Austria to a big diplo- 
matic success, Austria's honor saved, 
but Hollweg considered it diplomatic 
to incite Austria, while in the eyes 
of Kurope pretending that he knew 
nothing. This equivocation was not 
only unworthy, but most dangerous. 
Von Tirpitz also accuses Hollweg ie 
over-hasty declaration of war 
France and Russia,

ENGLAND WILL 
NOT BE READY’ 
FOR NEXT WAR 


SO SAYS MARSHAL FOCH IN AN 
INTERVIEW WITH LONDON 
DAILY MAIL. 


London, July 21.—"The next time 
England will be in the same position 
as the last time—she will not be 
ready and we will have to wait for 
her," is a statement made by Marshal 
Foch of France to a correspondent of 
the Daily Mail, which prints an inter- 
view with the commander-in-chief of 
the allied armies. 

Marshal Foch, in the course of the 
interview, however, pays highest tri- 
bute to the British army, saying: 

“The military history of the world 
contains no parallel to the produc- 
tion of such an army in such a way. 
In every.respect the British army has 
been superb.” 

The Marshal insists that Great Brit- 
ain should maintain large reserves of 
military material, saying: 

“That is one of the obvious and 
indispensable precautions to be tak- 
en.” 

“Look at the out-of-date equipment 
with which we started this war,” the 
marshal is quoted as saying. ‘The 
next war will be more than ever one 
of machinery. You should have labor- 
atories with inventors always at work 
keeping abreast of the mechanical 
side of -war,”

Everything Quiet in Red Deer. 


London, July 21- -Peace was cele- 
brated by the British Empire on Sat- 
urday, not only in London but in 
every part of the vast dominions 
over which floats the Union Jack. 

Londan’s great victory parade was, 
of course, the most spectacular event 
of the day, but throughout the coun- 
try every city.and town held a peace 
carnival. Religious services, proces- 
sions and sports made up the program 
in nearly every place. In some 
places, particularly the seaside re- 
sorts, the sale of flowers featured 
the day. 

Everywhere the returned heroes of 
the war were honored, whether they 
appeared in khaki or mufti. These 
men, released from the perils and 
hardships of war, led the merry-mak- 
ing. 

THE DEAD HONORED 


Those who did not return from the 
battlefields, however, were not for- 
gotten. In every town or city there 
were prayers for the fallen, and many 
a shrine dedicated to the memory of 
a dead hero bore its floral tribute. 

At night there blazed from hills and 
mountain tops the flare of fires kin- 
dled in honor of the return of peace. 
In Dover,. there was a grand illumi- 
nation, the admiralty turning over to 
the committee there a large number 
of flares invented: by Commander 
Brook, who was killed at Zeebrugge, 
who used this means of illuminating 
the channel in defending the coast 
and shipping from U-boats during the 
war. These burn for seven minutes 
and light up an area of three square 
miles. 

Winnipeg, July 21.—From dawn to 
dawn—twenty-four hours of the 
greatest joy possible for human 
beings to experience—was the extent 
to which the population of Winnipeg 
indulged in the peace celebrations of 
| Saturday.

FIREWORKS AT VANCOUVER 

Vancouver, July 21—Commencing 
in the morning with a brilliant dis- 
play of fireworks at English Bay and 
with open air dancing on the city’s 
streets, it is estimated that 100,000 
persons lined the streets to witness 
the parade and participate in the 
celebration. Thousands of persons 
congregated in Stanley Park in the 
afternoon, where addresses were de- 
livered by Mayor Gale, Hon. T. D. 
Pattullo, Mrs. Ralph Smith, M.L.A, 
and others. 

The parade, which was made up of 
military units, returned war veterans, 
floats, decorated automobiles and 
bands, took two hours to pass a 
given point. It was six miles in 
length. It was preceded by a mount- 
ed detachment of R.N.W.M.P. in their 
scarlet tunics and headed by General 
A. D. McRae. . 

Edmonton, July 21—In spite of 
rain showers and mismanagement 
the patriotism of the Edmonton peo- 
ple proved to be of the best, when 
on Saturday afternoon some four or 
five thousand citizens flocked to the 
South Side athletic grounds for the 
official celebration of peace. Various

SHIP ALHAMBRA AND CONDOR|SHIP STRIKES = 
_ AN ICEBERG 


On Which Mrs. J. R. Mc- 
Clure, of Red Deer, Was 


a Passenger 


St. John’s, Nfid., July 10.—Two men 
were killed and two injured when the 
Allan liner Grampian, Montreal for 
Liverpool, collided with an iceberg oft © 
Cape Race, Wednesday evening. The 
steamer, with 750 passengers, and a 
crew of 350, arrived here Thursday 
morning for repairs. 

The iceberg, which was very large, 
was encountered forty-five miles off 
Cape Race in the early morning. When 
it was sighted through the fog, it was 
too late to clear it, although the ship 
was proceeding slowly. 

The captain said he realized that a 
glancing blow which would tear through 
the ship’s side would sink her. The 
course was changed and the Grampian 
struck the berg squarely head-on. The 
entire forepart of the Grampian was 
smashed in above the waterline, the 
stem being driven back nearly forty 
feet. The vessel was undamaged be- 
low the waterline, however, as the por- 
tion of the berg which she _ struck 
proved to be an overhanging shelf. It 
was found that the liner was taking no 
water and she was headed here, steam- 
ing through the night against a heavy 
gale, which caused anxiety among 
those aboard. When the Grampian ar- 
rived, mariners said, she was the most 
“berg beaten” ship that ever came into 
this port. Repairs will take several 
weeks, and it is expected that the pas- 
sengers will be trans-shipped to an- 
other ship. Passengers who were in 
the smoking room at the time of the 
collision said the blow was a slight one 
and that they were not stirred from 
their seats. The two men killed were 
stewards. Their bodies were caught in 
the mass of wreckage of the bow and 
had not been recovered when the vessel 
arrived here. The steward and stoker 
who were injured by pieces of wood 
torn loose in the collision were not 
seriously hurt, 


Mrs. J. R. McClure, of Red Deer, and 
children, sailed from Montreal on the 
Grampian. Mr. McClure received a 
wire from his wife from St. John's, 
Newfoundland, that they were safe, and 
would sail on the 17th on the Empress 
of Britain. Mrs. McClure must have 
had an upsetting experience.

There is far more than one-half of one 
per cent of alcohol in some temper- 
ance drinks, we understand, and more 
than one-half per cent of alcohol in 
certain articles of food such as pota- 
toes, and even in bread.

Already in 
Alberta the Liquor Act is in a state 
of disintegration, and we predict it 
will go the way of all temperance acts 
passed during the last fifty years.

Then 
prohibition in the North-west Terri- 
tories, which was the joke of every- 
body in the early days. Local option 
in Ontario followed, and was fairly 
successful. Now we have the Liquor 
Act of Alberta. It was popular for 
a time, as it was carried by a large 
vote of the people, and the liquor in- 
terests were stunned. But the act is 
going the same road the other acts 
travelled, and the going seems to be 
greatly assisted by the ease with 
which liquor is obtained.

Nor 
can a druggist be blamed for selling 
liquor on a doctor's order, with gov- 
ernment authority. There is nothing 
will take the place of liquor, in the 
opinion of most doctors, as a neces- 
sary stimulant in certain cases, and 
they are justified in ordering sealed 
parcels of guaranteed purity to a‘ 
smaller quantity of loose’ liquor, 
which may be the vilest and most 
dangerous concoction, and do the 
patient more harm than good. That 
this privilege is abused is true, and 
that it makes hypocrites, liars and 
perjurers out of a number of other- 
wise law-abiding citizens is also true, 
as stdted on the floor of the Anglican 
Synod by Col. Sanders, police magis- 
trate of Calgary, backed up strongly 
by the ex-chancellor, a prominent 
Jawyer of Lethbridge. in a motion

CROP REPORT 


Of Department of Agricul- 
ture 


Edmonton, July 15—A survey of 
crops on June 30th, showed that the 
important wheat lands of Southern Al- 
berta were in a precurious condition, 
This unfavorable condition in the south 
country has since been confirmed and 
intensified. 

In-the south the situation briefly is 
this: there was sufficient moisture from 
snow or spring rains to germinate the 
grain and crops came up satisfactorily. 
There was not sufficient moisture be- 
low to constitute a reservoir for the 
steady supply of moisture to crops for 
subsequent growth and there has not 
been sufficient rain since. 

There have been showers over many 
parts of the south since that but in 
no cases have these showers been hea- 
vy enough to saturate down even to the 
little moisture that there was below, 
and so induce any water movement In- 
to the crops. The rains that have oc- 
curred over the whole of this area have 
been showers that have wet the surface 
soil, but only to a depth of about an 
inch. They have quickly evaporated 
without becoming effective to the fur- 
thering,of crop growth, as it needs to 
go at least four or five inches down. 
The crops that had reached some height 
and were standing still at the end. of 
the month have since gone back. High 
winds have persisted throughout prac- 
tically all of Southern Alberta, and the 
grain that is headed out is bleached at 
the top of the head, is empty at the 
bottom of the head and only has a few 
grains in the middle. r 

There are nota great many localities 
that will be able to even supply their 
own seed in the country tributary to 
the Crow's Nest Railway and on the 
Aldersyde line. Crops that grew fairly 
Well at points between Lethbridge and 
Medicine Hat on the Sutlield) branch. 
“likewise on the main line of the C.P.R. 

‘have been subject to steady reduction 
for the past three weeks. 

Many people are holding their crops 
in the hope that they may get seed for 
next year but they would be beter to 
cut them for feed whete they have 
reached any height and trust to some 
other arrangement for feed next year. 
There are limited localities also where 
farmers will not get more 
than seed. The country on the main 
line of the C.P.R. tributary to the rail- 
way between Gleichen and Bassano and 
also north to the Gioose Lake line be- 
tween Rockyford and Drumheller will 
have some crop but cases of this kind 
are not sufficiently numerous to affect 
the unfavorable conditions over the 
whole area. There is nothing to be 
said.except that the grain crop in 
Southern Alberta is a failure. The pas- 
ture and hay are equally light and the 
situation is bad for live stock and 
equally precarious for the health and 
welfare of the settlers and their fam- 

eilies. The scarcity of hay in Centrai 
Alberta and the prices that will have 
to be paid for it are going to make it 
impossible for Southern Alberta to buy 
Alberta hay to feed their stuff. The 
chances for disposing of stock are also 
poor. The local markets can not ab- 
sorb and re-distribute the live stock of 
the south and the prices obtainable by 
southern farmers for their stock are 
not what they should be. There seems 
a need of finding an outside market for 
the stock. Flax is standing still and 
will not realize very much of a crop. 

On the Noble farm there is a latge 
area of rye. This crop has withstood 
the drought better than wheat and 
oats. 

The opposite end of the province. 
namely, the Peace River country, con- 
tinues to have bountiful rains and high 
temperatures. The crop is making 
good progress and it is generally heavy. 
In ‘a few localities there is almost too 
much moisture. While the conditions 
in the Peace River are good the total 
area is not of importance compared 
with Central or Southern Alberta. 

Central Alberta is in about the same 
situation as it was at the time of the 
last report. The eastern side continues 
dry and all of the country needs rain. 
but considering the absence of genera} 
rains the crops in most parts of Cen- 
tral Alberta are standing up pretty 
well. They have made some growth 
since the last report and there is no 
new limiting factor to the success of 
the crop but it will searcely be a ful: 
crop. 

° Wheat in Central Alberta that has 
been sown on breaking or summer- 
fallow will be considerably over half a 

crop. On spring plowing it will not be 
so good. The oat crop is the most im- 
portant crop of Central Alberta. The 
early oats are rather short and can not 
be a real good crop. The oats that have 
been sown late gave rather better pros- 
pects. They are showing strong anu 
have plenty of time for a good crop vet 
if we have a reasonable amount of rain 
Six weeks of favorable weather woul 
make things fairly satisfactory in Cen- 
tral Alberta. 

The hay croup is quite light as to both 
native and tame hay and there will be 
practically no surplus in aoy part ot 
the province for the southern stockmen 
Stock in Central Alberta is looking well 

he characteristic trouble with the cen- 
tral district is that it has not had any 
heavy rains. There have been a num- 
ber of small shawers over most parts ot 
this division. They have benefited the 
crops a little and have kept the weathe: 
cooler and high winds have ceased, but 
for even an ordinary harvest goyd rains 
ure necessary.

F-\ ALBERTA CATTLE 


Manitoba Will Be Called On To Help 
Relieve Situation 

The scheme of the Alberta govern- 
ment for alleviating the situation 
caused by the lack of feed, due to the 
drouth, is to import fodder from Man- 
itoba, the cost to be borne one-third by 
the federal government, one-third by 
the province, and one-third by the rail- 
ways. By thls arrangement the pro- 
vinee bears a share of the load, where- 
as last year it was divided between the 
federal government and the railways. 

The announcement was made here 
by Premier Charles Stewart, who made 
a brief stop In the city, en route from 
Banff home to Edmonton. Mr. Stew- 
art was accompanied by Hof, Archie 
McLean, minister of public works, and 
George Skelding, M.L.A., of Macleod. 

Discussing the drouth gituation, Mr. 
Stewart said the importation of feed 
presented less difficulty than the’ sale 
of stock in the drouth area, which is 
also propysed. In arenas where the 
drouth has been greatest, the gattle are 
in poorest condition fur selling. 

Mr. MeLean incidentally remarked 
that rain is badly needed before the 
mprovement work on the Calgary- 
Banff rond can be completed.

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THIS ANDIMPORTATION OF FEED 
FOR DEALING WITH SITUATION. 
THE GOVERMENT PROPOSES 


Calgary, July 16.—Sale of a certain 
proportion of the stock in the dried 
out areas and the importation of feed 
from Manitoba and eastern Canada 
are the means proposed bythe Alber 
ta government to alleviate the situa- 
tion created by the partial crop fail- 
ure. This announcement was made 
last evening by Premier Stewart, that 
one-third of the cost of transportation 
will bo borne by the province, one- 
third by the Dominion government, 
and the remaining third waived by 
the railway’ companies, if the plan 
suggested by the Alberta government 
meets with acceptance. Hon. Dun- 
can Marshall, minister of agriculture, 
has, according to Mr. Stewart, been 
devoting much attention to the pro- 
blem for some time past, and is hope- 
ful that a solution of the present diff- 
iculties will be arrived at on the lines 
proposed. * 

MARKET FOR STOCK. 

In Mr. Stewart's opinion, the trans- 
portation of feed present fewer diffi- 
culties than the disposal of stock 
from the areas which have suffered 
from drouth. There is a good mar- 
ket for fat stock, but it is in the 
areas that have suffered most that the 
stock is not in the most suitabfe con- 
dition for marketing, 

Referring to the necessity of ex 
tended credit for the settlers wnro 
heve been finance ally reduced by suc- 
cessive cro fuslises, Mr. Stewerc said 
that compliunis hac been received 
that mortgage companies were not 
always disposed to grant such cred- 
its. It would appear to be eminently 
desirable in their own interests that 
they should consider the interests of 
thé settlers who, owing to unfavor- 
able weather conditions, would be un- 
able to meet their obligations at 
once. This was a matter in which 
the master in chambers had power to 
act. The provincial government had 
no power to interfere. ;
